Horse park plans get 
2012 Olympic status 


A MULTI-MILLION pound 
scheme to establish an inter¬ 
national horse park has taken a 
step forward with the submission 
of a planning application. 

The park is intended to provide 
training facilities for six equestrian 
teams taking part in the London 2012 
Olympics. 

The development, which is planned for 
around 100 acres of the Duke of Sutherland’s 
Stetchworth Estate on the edge of 
Newmarket, will also include a hotel and 
conference centre as well as an equine 
business park. 

The proposal has been under discussion for 
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two years and the park is due to be established 
on land next to the Newmarket Equine 
Hospital, which opened last autumn. 

The planning application has just been 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council - nearly a year after the project was 
left off an initial list of pre-Olympic training 
facilities. 

But Larry Le Ggatt, one of the directors of 
Stetchworth Ltd, the company behind the 
project, has told the Weekly News that the 
scheme has now been given official 
recognition by the Olympic organising 
committee. 



He said the scheme, previously estimated to 
cost around £30 million, would leave a legacy 
for Newmarket and the region with an 


exercise gallop and training facilities which 
could be used for other horse sports including 
polo and endurance riding. 

He said: “Even in an economic downturn 
we have had significant interest. It was not 
difficult to get this far because we’re doing 
something that is completely unique. 

“It’s a privately-funded operation. We’re not 
looking for any funding from the lottery the 
Government or Locog (the Olympics 
organising committee). 

“We have a certain dream and ideal that we 
want to run with. We want it to be brilliant.” 

Mr Le Ggatt said the scheme would make 
Newmarket a centre for all horse-related 
sports as well as bringing employment and 
investment.

I drove in my sleep, 
claims drink-driver 


A DRINK-DRIVER who 
claimed he was sleepwalking 
when he got into his car and 
crashed it had a rude awaken¬ 
ing in court. 

Joseph Bowyer crashed his MG ZR 
less than half a mile from his house. 

Police and paramedics were called 
and the 27-year-old plasterer 
admitted to police that he had been 
drinking. An on-the-spot breath test 
showed Bowyer was almost double 
the legal limit with 67 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, prosecuting, 
said: “He admitted to police at the 
scene that he had been drinking. 
Officers could smell alcohol on his 
breath and a breath test provided 
positive. 

“But after being treated at hospital, 
he said he could not remember 
anything about the crash. He believes 
he got in his car in his sleep and that 
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he only woke up when paramedics 
were around him.” 

Bowyer pleaded guilty to drink¬ 
driving at Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

He had drunk two cans of lager 
and a bottle of wine before getting 
behind the wheel of his car one 
evening last October. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, said: 
“This is a very unusual case and the 
sequence of events leading up to the 
incident are unfortunate. 

“His girlfriend of four years had 
recently left him, and unbelievably 
there had been three deaths in the 
family shortly beforehand. 

“The evening of the crash was the 
night before the funeral of two of his 
grandparents, so he was very down. 

“He does not know why he drove 
that night and he cannot remember 


anything about it.” 

Mr Judkins added: “The only 
explanation is that he drove in his 
sleep and that he did not realise he 
was doing so, hence the crash 
happened less than four-lOths of a 
mile from his home.” 

Magistrates heard that Bowyer, of 
Barcham Road, Soham, relied on his 
car for work and to visit his six-year- 
old daughter in Lakenheath each 
weekend. 

Janet South, chairman of the 
bench, said: “We have taken into 
account the trauma you have 
experienced recently but drink¬ 
driving is a very serious offence and 
we cannot let this go.” 

Bowyer was disqualified from 
driving for 18 months with the option 
of completing a drink-rehabilitation 
programme to reduce the ban. 

He was also fined £300, ordered to 
pay £100 costs and a victim surcharge 
fee of £15.

A LITHUANIAN 
husband pushed 
his wife to the floor 
because she was 
not showing him 
enough attention, a 
court heard. 

Julius Porakis, 
of East Fen Drove, 
Soham, pleaded 
guilty at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court to 
assaulting Irma 
Porakiene, his wife 
of 20 years. 

The court heard 
how the couple’s 
17-year-old daugh¬ 
ter had to inter¬ 
vene when the 
domestic argument 
broke out at the 
family home on 
November 30. 

Yetunde Fawe- 
hinmi, prosecu¬ 
ting, said: “Irma 
returned home 
from a day out 
with her daughter 
to find he had been 
drinking brandy in 
the living room. 

“An argument 
broke out over her 
not showing him 
enough attention, 
which continued 
for around 10 min¬ 
utes before Julius 
grabbed his wife’s 
neck tightly, mak¬ 
ing it sore, grabb¬ 
ing her shoulders 
and pushing her to 
the floor.” 

Presiding mag¬ 
istrate Janet South 
adjourned the 
hearing until Feb¬ 
ruary 5 for a full 
pre-sentence rep¬ 
ort. Porakis was 
released on condit¬ 
ional bail.

Getting the nec¬ 
essary planning 
approvals is exp¬ 
ected to take most 
of this year and 
building work is 
expected to take a 
further year. 

Design work has 
been carried out by 
Babraham-based 
architects Keith 
Warth and Assoc¬ 
iates. 

A spokesman for 
East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Coun¬ 
cil said planning 
rules prevented 
officers and coun¬ 
cillors from comm¬ 
enting on the 
scheme at this 
stage. But he said it 
could take up to 13 
weeks to process 
the “major” app¬ 
lication.

Road name offer 
after sign blunder 


A RED-FACED council is 
offering to name a second 
road after an iconic 
jockey and racehorse 
trainer after misspelling 
his name on the first. 

A row over the wrong spell¬ 
ing of the road named after the 
late Dick Perryman erupted 
when the “insulting” mistake 
was pointed out in November - 
with the council being branded 
arrogant and cavalier over its 
handling of the error. 

Now his son and other mem¬ 
bers of his family living in 
Australia have heard about the 
spelling of Periman Close and 
have written to Forest Heath 
District Council calling for 
action. 

Richard Perryman, Mr 
Perryman’s son, said the 
family was appalled at the 
mistake and a suggestion that 
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the council may do nothing to 
correct it. 

Mr Perryman, a retired 
Australian Navy commander, 
said: “We have requested that, 
if this is the case, the sign be 
removed and the street be given 
another name. In its present 
form the sign is meaningless 
and an insult to our father - not 
an honour. 

“We have strongly recom¬ 
mended that if this is too 
difficult, another Newmarket 
street be named after my late 
father with the correct spelling. 

“On behalf of the family I 
have expressed our surprise 
and disappointment that a 
British local government 
authority could be responsible 
for such an inefficient, insult¬ 



ing, arrogant, cavalier and 
thoughtless action.” 

Now the district council has 
offered to give the next avail¬ 


able road the name Dick 
Perryman Road. 

Council spokeswoman Sally 
Rode said: “To change the 
name of the existing road 
would require us to canvass all 
households and get 60 per cent 
of them to agree. 

“It would require residents to 
change their address on things 
like bank details and other 
documents and it’s possible we 
would not get 60 per cent in 
favour.” 

She said the offer of a new 
road to be named after Mr 
Perryman was being made to 
his family. 

“We apologise sincerely to 
his family,” she said. 

But retired pub landlord 
Tony Pringle, who pointed out 
the mistake in November, said: 
“What a cop out. We will be left 
with a road that’s not named 
after anyone or anything.”

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Pensioner’s 
eight-day 
wait to get 
boiler fixed 


A PENSIONER had to 
wait eight days to have 
the heating repaired in 
his housing association 
bungalow. 

Retired lorry driver Tony 
Doggett was suffering from the 
flu when the boiler failed at his 
home in a warden-controlled 
housing scheme. 

Although his landlords, 
Sanctuary Hereward housing 
association, supplied him with 
two heaters, he said they did 
not keep the cold adequately at 
bay during the recent freezing 
conditions. 

Mr Doggett, 74, of Limestone 
Close, Isleham, said: “My 
daughter brought me an 
electric blanket and I had to sit 
with that wrapped round me. 

“The warden for our scheme 
couldn’t be more helpful. But 
she can’t fix the heating. 

“I’ve got a friend who’s a 
heating engineer and he could 
have got the part the next day 
But it was only repaired on 
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Monday evening and it took 
just 45 minutes. 

“I was getting quite wound 
up about it. I could have frozen 
to death.” 

John Startup, area main¬ 
tenance manager for San¬ 
ctuary Hereward, said: “The 
welfare of our residents is 
important to us and on 
receiving Mr Doggett’s report 
of a heating problem we 
arranged for an engineer to 
visit the very same day 

“During that visit, our 
engineer discovered he would 
need to order a replacement 
part and arranged with Mr 
Doggett to fit the part on 
Monday. To ensure he would 
have some form of heating he 
provided Mr Doggett with two 
new portable heaters until his 
central heating was fully 
functional.” 



Carers 
sought for 
children 

CARERS are needed to help 
children awaiting foster homes. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
is looking for specialist foster 
carers to be part of a new team 
which will help children aged seven 
to 11 years displaying early chall¬ 
enging behaviour, who have already 
had a number of care placements 
or interventions. 

It is one of eight local authorities 
to deliver Multi-dimensional 
Treatment Foster Care (MTFC), 
which involves parenting training 
for the foster carers and the 
biological (or adoptive) parents, 
emphasising the use of behaviour 
management methods. 

A spokesman for the council said: 
“Research shows that children who 
cannot remain with their birth 
families achieve better outcomes in 
permanent stable placements. 
MTFC placements are designed to 
offer intensive therapeutic inter¬ 
vention with the aim of addressing 
why previous placements may not 
have succeeded.” 

Anyone with a passion for in¬ 
creasing the life chances of some of 
the most vulnerable children is 
encouraged to apply, and previous 
fostering experience is not nec¬ 
essary. 

Applicants would need to be at 
home full time and not have any 
other young children. 

They also need a patient and calm 
nature and ability to work as part of 
a multi-disciplinary team.

Deputy mayor’s campaign 
vows to clean up the town

A CAMPAIGN to “clean up” 
Newmarket will get under way 
this year, with residents being 
asked to play their part along¬ 
side council workers and coun¬ 
cillors. 

Led by Cllr Jane Bailey, deputy mayor, 
the campaign aims to make the town 
tidier and safer, by targeting litter, “grot 
spots” and street clutter including 
advertising sandwich-boards on the 
pavement and unauthorised banners. 

Newmarket Town Council is intend¬ 
ing to allocate £1,000 of its budget 
towards the campaign while Forest 
Heath District and Suffolk County 
Councils are to give support “in kind” 
rather than direct finance. 

At the first informal meeting of the 
town’s “clean up” committee, Cllr Bailey 
said: “We really want to make this an 
active campaign that gets results. We 
want to make the town cleaner, more 
pleasant and safer for residents and 
visitors.” 

She warned that with the big new 
shopping centre opening in nearby Bury 
St Edmunds, Newmarket would need to 
make itself more attractive to shoppers 
to compete. 

The campaign is part of the town 
council’s three-year improvement plan. 

Lisa Rosenthal, the district council’s 
strategy manager for waste and street 
scene, said the campaign could tie in 
with a No Excuses campaign due to be 
launched next month with St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council which 
aims to encourage the public to take a 
more responsible attitude to litter. 

Businesses noted for producing waste, 
such as fast food outlets, will be asked to 
play their part. 

As part of the Newmarket campaign 
council officials will look into legal 
issues surrounding advertisements and 
“clutter” on the pavements including 
tables and chairs outside pubs. 

Cllr Bailey said she hoped the 
campaign would also includes measures 
to tackle anti-social behaviour and 
issues related to Newmarket’s “night 
culture” which regularly sees hundreds 
of people drawn to the town’s pubs and 
clubs.

Parents view phoenix school 


PARENTS were 
able to see inside 
a newly-rebuilt 
school at an open 
day this week. 

St Felix Middle 


School in 
Newmarket 
burned down in 
August following 
an arson attack. 
Pupils have just 


returned to the old 
school site where 
a new school has 
been constructed 
from prefabricated 
building units. 


For the past four 
months the 375 
pupils have been 
dispersed on three 
different school 
sites in the town. 
Parents toured the 
new buildings 
yesterday during 
an open day and 
evening. 

The next challenge 
facing the school 
is whether it will 
remain open 
following Suffolk 
County Council’s 
controversial 
education review. 
The county 
council has opted 
to switch to a two- 
tier education 
system which is 
set to dispense 
with middle 
schools. 

A decision will be 
taken next month. 


Snowdrop show 
at royal estate 

HISTORIC gardens with royal 
connections will be open to the 
public more often than ever to help 
pay for their upkeep. 

The owners of Chippenham 
Park, near Newmarket, are offer¬ 
ing visitors four weekend chances 
to view the 15-acre ground’s stunn¬ 
ing display of snowdrops. 

Last year, more than 1,000 
flocked to two open days, and prev¬ 
iously the estate was only open as 
part of the National Gardens 
Scheme to raise cash for charities. 

Now the grounds will be open on 
four successive weekends starting 
on Saturday January 31. 

The estate, which was visited by 
King Edward VII in the 19th Cent¬ 
ury has been owned by the Tharp 
family for more than 200 years. 

Its current owner, Anne Crawley 
has extended and restocked the 
gardens. Her husband, Eustace, 
said: “The upkeep costs so much 
we need to do something to bring 
some money in.” 

Around 10 million snowdrops 
are established in the gardens and 
make a spectacular show along 
with aconites and other spring 
flowers which appear later. 

The family, who are busy mak¬ 
ing - and freezing - soup to serve 
for visitors, had hoped to have 
converted an old potting shed into 
a tea room in time for the event.

Sir, An open letter to Forest 
Heath District Council leader 
Geoffrey Jaggard: 

I read that you and your fellow 
councillors are frustrated that 
the Boundary Commission is not 
consulting you or listening to 
your ideas for the proposed 
changes to the council set up in 
Suffolk. Now you may realise 
how the majority of Newmarket 
people feel about Forest Heath 
District Council and Suffolk 
County Council. 

Think about it: proper 
consultation with the local 
population would have shown 
quite clearly what the people of 
Newmarket want or do not want. 
No, they do not want a three- 
level school system changed to 
two. The three-level system 
works extremely well and all 
schools have shown consistent 
high level Ofsted reports. 

No, they did not want car 
parking charges and all the 
aggravation it has caused for 
parking elsewhere. 

No, they did not want new toilets 
taking up a number of parking 
places when the old toilets could 
have been refurbished at a 
quarter of the cost. 

No, they did not want the trees 
cut down in Bury Road and the 
monstrosity that is being built. 
No, they did not want the trees 
cut down at Arborfield or 
Studlands Park. 

No, they did not want unplanned 
phone masts erected willy nilly, 
wherever the phone companies 
felt like it. 


No, they do not want a huge 
new housing estate built 
opposite Tesco. There has been 
one fatal accident there just 
recently. 

Currently, they certainly do not 
want all the fiasco surrounding 
the road changes around the 
clock tower and Waitrose traffic 
system. 

Had you, between you, 
employed at least a half-decent 
consultant who would have 
looked at the real life situation 
these traffic problems could 
have been resolved more simply. 
Finally, they do not want a hotel 
complex built on the old 
Technical Institute, which could 
now be even bigger if the 
Conservative Club land is 
included.

What would the people of 
Newmarket like. Well, firstly, a 
set of councils who would listen 
and digest what is being said 
and act on it, not ignore it. 

They would like the area around 
the Technical Institute and the 
Conservative Club turned into an 
open space with gardens that 
would brighten up this part of 
town.

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Dismissal claimant 
was ‘treated fairly’

AN EMPLOYMENT tri¬ 
bunal hearing a teacher’s 
unfair dismissal claim will 
resume in September after 
seven days of evidence 
concluded last Friday. 

The family of Andrew Lloyd, 
who died from cancer in 2007 aged 
56, are pursuing claims for breach 
of contract, sex discrimination 
and outstanding pay 

It is the first case which has led 
to a hearing before an employ¬ 
ment tribunal after the death of 
the claimant. 

Kate Evans, principal at Botti- 
sham Village College, where Mr 
Lloyd was a maths teacher from 
1989, has denied she bullied him to 
return to work while he was signed 
off by his doctor for stress and 
anxiety 

She told the tribunal she had 
always treated him “fairly and 
professionally”. 

Mr Lloyd, who lived at Riverside, 
Cambridge, resigned from the 
college in 2006 while a complaint he 
had lodged under the school’s

grievance procedure remained 
unresolved. He was later diag¬ 
nosed with cancer and died after 
having a leg amputated. 

The tribunal heard he had been 
the subject of two separate comp¬ 
laints by different girls that he 
had assaulted them. 

In one incident, in May 2005, he 
was said to have held a girl’s 
wrist, resulting in a bruise. 

In December that year the 
second complaint was made and 
he was subsequently suspended 
pending an investigation. The 
police were informed but they told 
the college it was matter for their 
internal procedures. 


Mrs Evans told the tribunal, at 
Bury St Edmunds: “I have end¬ 
eavoured to treat Mr Lloyd fairly 
and professionally at all times. 

“I have done so in consultation 
with the appropriate persons.” 

She said she had been saddened 
by Mr Lloyd’s decision to resign 
from his part-time post at the 
school where he had taught since 
1989. 

She said she had suggested to 
Mr Lloyd that he would have 
benefited from “support” to help 
him change his teaching style, but 
he had turned down the offer. 

Mrs Evans, who took up her 
post at the college in 2005, said, in 
cross examination by Paul 
Jackson, Mr Lloyd’s cousin, that 
she had never been involved in 
staff disciplinary matters in her 
career before she arrived at 
Bottisham. 

She said the college had been 
given good reports by Ofsted 
inspectors who said the overall 
behaviour of students had been 
“of an extremely high standard” 
despite a “small minority” whose 
behaviour was “less than satis¬ 
factory”. 

The hearing is due to resume at 
Bury St Edmunds on September 
21 .

More than 300 
former pupils have 
joined the Justice 
for Mr Lloyd site. 
James Ballard said 
in a comment on 
the site: “When Mr 
Lloyd was my 
teacher I was in 
the higher set for 
maths and was 
averaging B 
grades. 

“When I was 
transferred to a 
different class and 
different teacher 
my grades 
plummeted, 
leading me to 
require extra 
tuition to attain a C 
at GCSE. 

“Mr Lloyd was an 
inspirational and 
informative 
teacher who 
confidently 
managed to 
achieve the 
impossible - 
making maths fun! 

I consider myself 
privileged to have 
met him.” 

Hazel Holmes 
wrote: “I 

completely agree 
with so many of 


the comments 
defending Mr 
Lloyd. He is one 
teacher who made 
a huge impact on 
my education. 

“I think it is fairly 
clear that the good 
comments far out¬ 
weigh the bad 
ones on here 
which says it all 
really. 

“Mr Lloyd was 
always very 
supportive to 
myself and so 
many of my other 
friends.” 

But one former 
student used the 
site to blame Mr 
Lloyd for her failure 
to achieve a GCSE 
in maths. 

Sarah Vickery, now 
25, said: “I had 
year after year of 
him making an 
example of me as 
my maths wasn’t 
great. When I 
would ask him to 
explain something 
he would stop the 
whole class to 
point out what I 
did not 

understand, after a 
while I stopped 
asking.” 

She said she was 
later home tutored 
and got two 
GCSEs.

TILES 
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Four trees near 
wall to be felled

TREES in an hist¬ 
oric stable yard are 
to be felled in a bid 
to stop their roots 
pushing a wall over. 

The four trees, in the 
grounds of Palace 
House Stables in New¬ 
market, are putting 
pressure on a high wall 
which is now leaning 
towards a neighbouring 
drive and garden. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which owns the 
stables, has now decided 
that the ash trees must 
come down. 

The danger was 
spotted in a routine 
inspection at the stables 
which have been empty 
for more than 20 years. 

They are at the centre 
of ambitious plans to 
establish a major horse¬ 
racing-themed tourist 
attraction in the town. 

Council officials insp¬ 
ected the wall last 
Friday and agreed that 
the trees, as well as

elder and ivy growing 
on the wall, must be 
removed. 

The tree roots are 
causing the wall, which 
is between eight and 10 
feet tall, to crack. 

A district council 
spokeswoman said: 
“Suffolk County Coun¬ 


cil’s historic buildings 
officer has advised that 
the trees should be 
carefully removed and 
the roots killed so an 
assessment can be made 
about what needs to be 
done to ensure that the 
wall is not dangerous. 

“Once the trees are 
removed conservation 
and building experts 
will decide if the wall 
can be saved or if 
permission should be 
sought to demolish and 
rebuild it. 

“The wall is protected 
by listed building reg¬ 
ulations.” 

The stables, which 
date from the reign of 
King Charles II, are 
listed buildings and are 
in the Newmarket con¬ 
servation area. 

The order is the latest 
issue involving trees in 
the town. 

There has been con¬ 
troversy over the loss of 
trees on various devel¬ 
opment sites in the 
town, including Bury 
Road and Fordham 
Road, as well as the 
removal of roadside 
trees in The Avenue.

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Optimism grows 
for house sales 


HOUSE sales in the 
eastern region could 
pick up in the next three 
months, according to a 
chartered surveyors’ 
organisation. 

The Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) said its members 
reported “a slight in¬ 
crease in transactions” 
over the past three 
months, bucking the 
national trend, which 
has seen sales plummet 
to an all-time low. 

The RICS said: “The 
number of transactions 
grew slightly in the East 
of England in Dec¬ 
ember, despite the run¬ 
up to Christmas trad¬ 
itionally being a quiet 
period. 

“East of England 
chartered surveyors 
report that they expect 
sales to increase over 
the next three months.

The increase in interest 
reflects both the drop in 
asking prices and recent 
cuts in interest rates.” 

David Potter, operat¬ 
ions director for the 
region, said: “Buyer 
interest in the region 
has picked up slightly 
but without mortgage 
finance, the housing 
market will not see any 
marked improvement, 
and transaction levels 
will continue to remain 
very low. 

“First-time buyers 
and owner-occupiers 
are now stuck in a 
market which does not 
fulfil their aspirations. 

“The Government 
must act now to ensure 
that order is restored to 
the housing market. 

“A first step would be 
for it to provide guar¬ 
antees for the new 
issuance of residential 
mortgage-backed secur¬ 
ities.” 

John Pocock, of 
Pocock and Shaw estate 
agents in Cambridge, 
said: “The impression 
we get is that more 
people than expected 
are starting to think 
about coming into the 
housing market, and the 
low interest rates are 
encouraging investors 
to purchase.” 


Police have 58,000 
on DNA database

CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
police have stored nearly 
60,000 profiles on the 
national DNA database - 
equivalent to one in 
every 10 people in the 
county 

The database includes the 
genetic details of 7,500 children 
who were arrested in the 
county. Some of the children 
are as young as 10. 

Many of the people whose 
records are included in the 
figures, released to the Weekly 
News under Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act powers, have never 
been convicted of a crime. 

Civil liberties campaigners - 
including Cambridge MP David 
Howarth - called for the ever¬ 
growing database to be scaled 
back. 

But the Cambridgeshire 
force said it played a key role in 
fighting crime. 

Currently police take DNA 
samples from anyone arrested 
in the county on suspicion of 


committing a recordable crime. 

While the profiles of 
4.3 million people are stored by 
police forces nationwide, last 
month European judges ruled 
that retention of the genetic 
details of 857,000 innocent 
citizens was unlawful. 

The Government has until 
March to comply with the 
judgment. 

Cambridgeshire police have 
placed 58,000 profiles on the 
database, including 162 
children aged 10 and 355 aged 
11 - although some profiles may 


be duplicates. Official estimates 
put the county’s population at 
597,000. 

Andrew Watson, co-ordinator 
of the Cambridge N02ID 
campaign, said: “It is a 
fundamental right that each of 
us should be able to continue 
our lives unmolested by the 
state unless the state has a good 
reason. 

“The database stigmatises 
people.” 

David Howarth said the DNA 
database was a useful but “far 
from perfect” crime-fighting 


tool, warning that around 
500,000 profiles on the register 
were incorrect and that the 
growth of the database had not 
increased detection rates. 

He said: “It is important to 
confine the permanent data¬ 
base to people convicted of 
crimes, with perhaps the 
addition for a specific period of 
time of those accused of 
serious crimes.” 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said the force 
followed national guidelines. 

She added: “We get about 50 
DNA matches a month. 
However, officers look for 
supporting evidence before 
bringing charges.” 

Of the surrounding forces, 
Essex police had loaded the 
highest number of profiles, 
136,000, onto the system. 

Bedfordshire stored 49,000 
and Hertfordshire had included 
80,000, compared with Suffolk’s 
figure of 51,000. 

A Home Office spokeswoman 
said the database had 
“revolutionised the way the 
police can protect the public 
through identifying offenders 
and securing more convict¬ 
ions”.

Process ‘bad for 
democracy’ claim

COUNCIL leaders have 
accused the committee 
considering a new coun¬ 
cil set-up in Suffolk of 
being “bad for dem¬ 
ocracy”. 

Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, which covers the New¬ 
market and Mildenhall areas, 
is arguing for three new 
unitary councils for Suffolk. 

The plan, supported by 
neighbouring St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and Waveney 
District Council, is in opp¬ 
osition to the Boundary 
Committee’s options for one 
council covering most of the 
county - with a separate body 
covering the Ipswich area. 

Leaders of the three coun¬ 
cils, which will disappear 
whatever option is chosen, 
have claimed that their 
proposals have not been given 
fair treatment. 

They asked for a meeting 
with the Boundary Committee 
to press the case for “proper 
consultation”. 

Although the Committee has

delayed its report, due to have 
been submitted to the relevant 
Government minister by Dec¬ 
ember 31, it has turned down a 
meeting with the council 
leaders. 

In a joint statement the 
council leaders, who include 
Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, a New¬ 
market councillor who leads 
Forest Heath, said: “We told the 
Boundary Committee that our 
proposal has not been afforded 
anything like the same degree 
of consideration as that given 


to the unwieldy and undem¬ 
ocratic Suffolk Rural and One 
Suffolk options and yet it 
appears they couldn’t care less. 

“What clearer evidence could 
there be of an unjust process 
which, by not allowing all 
options to be considered, is 
clearly not giving local people a 
chance to have their say?” 

They added: “The Govern¬ 
ment’s ‘Local Democracy, 
Economic Development and 
Construction’ Bill introduced 
in this year’s Queen’s Speech 
seeks to impose a duty on 
councils to promote partici¬ 
pation in local democracy and 
yet the attitude of the Boun¬ 
dary Committee is bad for local 
government and bad for 
democracy. 

“We are very angry and 
believe this is further evidence 
of a hugely flawed process. 

“We remain certain that a 
three unitary structure would 
be the best way to deliver 
strong, effective and engaging 
local government and we now 
call on the Boundary Comm¬ 
ittee once more to meet with 
us, listen to our proposals and 
afford us the same consi¬ 
deration that has been given to 
the unwieldy and undem¬ 
ocratic giant Suffolk option.”

HOW does this sound: a 
rear-wheel drive Mercedes 
coupe boasting low C02 
(103g/km) and a wallet- 
busting 65.7mpg? Okay you 
got me, it’s really a Smart, 
writes Iain Dooley. But 
seriously, how good are 
those figures? 

Right from the start the Smart 
brand was the Marmite of the car 
industry: you either loved it or 
loathed the Fortwo as it’s now 
called - there was no middle 
ground with the diminutive two- 
seat city car. 

Even Mercedes would be quick to 
say that, from the off, the car was 
less than perfect. It didn’t suit 
everyone’s lifestyles despite its 
overtly city-centric positioning. 
That said, the Fortwo has matured 
with age. This second-generation 
car, with its largely familiar 
exterior, is a huge step forward in 
terms of drivability and the all¬ 
round ownership proposition. 

And while the car has always 
played the frugal motoring card, 
it’s yet another to boast a stop-start 
feature. Clearly such a thing is best 


suited to urban motoring, which 
makes the Fortwo the perfect 
candidate. And its operation 
doesn’t negatively impact on the 
way you drive the car, making it 
unobtrusive yet a useful way of 
helping you save fuel and money 

All you need to do is get in, turn 
the key and go. There’s no special 
launch sequence and you don’t 
need to drive the car differently 
from a so-called regular machine. 

A sensible recommendation is 
the 61bhp Pure model, not just 
because it’s the most affordable 
variant but also because the 
modest horsepower figure sits well 
with the car’s frugal nature. It 
might take a while to get to 60mph 
but, honestly, if your aim is to save 
fuel why the rush? 

The technical bits are that, 
despite the system’s rather snazzy 
‘Micro Hybrid Drive’ name, the 
driving experience is refreshingly 
less space-age in reality 

Once on your way the default 
mode is the stop-start one. The 
reasoning being that you’ll leave it 
activated until such time as it 
proves less than helpful - say, 
parking. 

Roll up to a stop line or traffic 


lights and, with your 
foot on the brake, the 
little car’s engine will 
cease to function. 
Remember, the Fortwo 
doesn’t have a 
conventional clutch or 
gearbox, so there’s no 
clutch to dip or lever to 
engage neutral in the 
traditional way. 

When you’re ready to 
go, simply aim for the 
accelerator and the 
Smart will burst into 
life again. And that’s it. 

The real world gains 
might appear modest at 
first glance but think long term. 
Sure, the Fortwo’s low C02 rating 
will make a difference every time 
you apply for road tax, but it’s the 
cumulative effect over the course of 
a year that will be most noticeable. 

The whole micro hybrid thing is 
attributed with lowering the car’s 
C02 output, plus raising the fuel 
economy. An obvious statement, 
although with Smart making 
claims of up to 24 per cent for the 
latter, this once left-field 
alternative to a regular car now 
makes more sense than ever. 


Basically 

Available for the 61bhp and 71bhp 
petrol variants and both coupe and 
cabrio bodystyles, the micro 
hybrid system is no gimmick. 

Factor in tweaks to the car’s 
instrumentation and equipment 
levels plus new exterior colour 
and wheel choices, and the Fortwo 
with its stop-start feature proves 
that you can be both stylish and 
responsible. 

Only someone with no interest 
in saving money would find this 
new Fortwo unattractive.

Goldie targets Berlin revenge mission 


BRITISH No 1 Goldie Sayers has 
just one thing on her mind in 2009 
and that is winning a medal at the 
World Championships in Berlin in 
August. 

Niels de Vos, the chief executive 
of UK Athletics, has handpicked 
Sayers as the likely British star in 
Berlin, following her breakthrough 
last year. 

Not only did Sayers reach the 
Olympic final, where she finished 
fourth and was only denied a 
podium finish by two world-record 
breaking throws but the 
Newmarket-born star also improved 
her personal best by 70cm. 

The 26 year old is desperate to 
follow up her Beijing experience 
by landing silverware when it 
matters most in Germany, where 
she looks certain to face stiff 
competition from the likes of 
home favourites Christina 
Obergfoll and Steffi Nerius. 

“Obviously the main goal is the 
World Championships - it’s the 
main focus, it’s what 2009 is all 
about for me,” said Sayers, who is 
training with the British squad at 
the Aviva-funded warm-weather 
training camp in South Africa. 

“Even though Beijing was a real 
disappointment for me personally, 
my performances in China have 
convinced me that I should be 
winning a medal in Berlin. 

“I have moved on in the last few 
months and I have vowed to 
improve myself. 

“I have set a lot of new goals to 
keep improving and going forward, 
so I know I still have a lot more to 
come. 

“I’ve worked really hard in my 
training this winter and I’m back 
at the level that I was last year. I’m 
already looking ahead to Berlin 
high in confidence.

“It’s going to be the same names 
that were at Beijing, plus a couple 
of new names that will 
undoubtedly burst on to the scene, 
so it will be difficult, but I’m 
looking forward to the chance of 
some revenge.” 

Next stop, though, for Sayers is 
the European Cup Winter 
Throwing at Los Realejos, Tenerife 
in Spain - an event she won in 
Croatia last season. 


Sayers admits her trip to Spain 
will be an early indicator of her 
form. “It will be great to finally get 
some competition under my belt,” 
she said. “I won that last year, so 
I’ll be confident of winning again, 
but it is more an opportunity to 
just enjoy competing in quite a 
relaxed atmosphere and ease back 
into competition. 

“It was a real anti-climax going 
back into training, knowing one of 
my few Olympic chances had gone 


years away. 

“But I have got through those 
tough times now and I’m back 
enjoying my training.”
